Railroad Tracks 

A Shortcut to Fun or a Shortcut to Trouble? 




Would you sunbathe in the 
middleof a 6 lanehighway? 
About a year ago, two teenage 
girlsdid something quitesi milar 
to that. According to WM UR, 
Rachel Brown, 14, and Destiny 
Phaneuf, 13, werestruck by a

Both girls survived, but Brown suffered an amputa- 
tion at her ankle, and Phaneuf suffered an amputa- 
tion below her knee, as well as a head injury. Could 
a similar event happen in Durham? 

As everyone knows, there are acti ve rai I road 
tracks that gothrough Durham and surrounding 
communities. F or some people, they area shortcut 
toschool or an icecream shop, whileothersuse 
them for recreation. 

H owever, trespassi ng on rai I road tracks i s not 
only dangerous, it's against the law. "In any town 
it's illegal to walk on active rai I road tracks or any 
part of the right of way that is control led by the 
railroad," stated Oyster River School Resource 
Officer Ed Levesque. 

There are several reasons to stay off the tracks. 
"Many of the trains which gothrough Durham are 
traveling at a high rateof speed and do not have 
the ability to stop very quickly. When you walk on 
rai I road tracks it is very hard to judge just how 
fast they really are going and anyone who does so 
puts themselves at risk of serious injury or death," 
explained Levesque. 

The train that hit the girls in Lebanon was going 
15 miles per hour. The trains that gothrough 
Durham often go over 80 miles per hour. 

Despite the laws and risks, many Oyster River 
students trespass on train tracks, anyway. Senior 
Rachel Downs admitted to usi ng a short cut i n 
Dover to an i ce cream shop that crosses trai n 
tracks. "You can't get from your car tothe ice 
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cream pi ace without 
getti ng across 
[them], she said. "I 
don't give a s*** if 
they arrest me or 
fine me. They'll have 
to do it to everyone 
who's been to 
Dover." 

A very common 
location where 
students trespass on 
the tracks is the 
trestle people I ike to 
jump off into the 
Lamprey River. "It's 
a very good spot," 
said Oyster River 
senior Stephen 
Willson. "It's really 
isolated, the water's 
really nice, and it's a 
pretty good drop." 

Senior Gabe 
Dorfman-Hopkins, 
also enjoys his 
jumps from the 
trestle. He cl aims 
that jumping from 
the bridge isn't 

illegal, si nee you don't actually go on the tracks. 
'The railroad tracks areonly a small part of the 
bridge," he said. "There's I iketen feet between you 
and the rai I road tracks. Y ou could be standi ng on 
the bri dge and a trai n coul d come by and it's no 
danger to you." 

H owever, Dorfman-H opki ns may be i n for a rude 
awakening. According to Levesque, the laws also 
include any railroad bridges or rai I road trestles. He 
stated, "I t i s i 1 1 egal to be standi ng on, j umpi ng 
from, walking on, etc. from the trestle." 
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These orange "No Trespassing” signs line the tracks. 


L evesque menti oned that pol i ce offi cers 
make frequent checks, especially at the 
trestleon nice days, andtherearealso 
consequences for those who do trespass. "I n 
some cases a warni ng may be i ssued and 
the person asked to I eave and i n other more 
serious incidents the person may receive a 
summons to court or [be] arrested," he said. 
'Thecharges would beCriminal T respass- 
ing and the consequence would be at the 
discretion oftheCourt. It could range from 
a fine up to $2,000.00 and/or up to one 
year injail ifthey were charged with a 
classA misdemeanor." 

Accordi ng to Lyman Cousens, the 
Coordi nator of Operati on L ifesaver i n N ew 
H ampsh i re, wh i I e the possi bi I i ty of a f i ne 
or arrest exi sts, j udges tend to be very 
sympatheti c. Cousens thi nks the best way 
to keep peopl e off the tracks i s educati on . 
Operation L ifesaver vi sits school s i n the 
area to educate students on rail safety 
issues. Cousens doesn't believethat 
anyone has been cited for trespassi ng, 
lately. "I I ike to think our educational 
efforts beforeAmtrak started serviceare 
paying off," he said. 

At the col lege level, theUNH police 
department has been educating the col lege 
students on rail safety. "UNH has done a 
terrific job educati ng students about 
hazards of trespassing," said Cousens. 

Willson, on the other hand, still enjoys 
hisjumpsfor now. "I'm aware it's illegal," 
hesaid. "I usethe'donot jump' sign to 
cl i mb u p to the trestl e. " H owever, Wi I son 
mentioned that he's never seen a cop at 
the trestle. "I [leave] before the cops 
show," hesaid. 

Levesque summed things up by saying, 

"I feel it is very important everyoneobey 
all laws pertaining to trespassing on 
railroad right of ways."

A class 
works at some tables covered i n reference books and papers, each student 
with their own laptop. On theother side of the room, a few students relax 
by reading newspapers, magazines, and publications from National Review 
to M other J ones. Such is an almost constant scene in the library. 

The credit for making it such truly belongs to our librarian Kathy 
Kentner, who will be leaving Oyster River High School this year to reti re. 
When Kentner first came to Oyster River, the library was a very different 
place. The only electronic resources were a single analog computer, record 
players, and non digital projectors.

'The 
technology has changed enormously. . .there's always somethi ng to learn, 
new ways to get information in here," said Kentner.

"I had M r. H erl i hy as a teacher for three years. 1 1 sti nks to see hi m go, 
because he has influenced a lot of people, and he values every student's 
opinion. rmgoingtomisshimalot,"saidSeniorJ ordan Cal don about the 
reti rement of social studies teacher, Alex H erl i hy. 

That's right, Herlihy, who has been herefor 33 years, will not bereturn- 
ing to Oyster River in thefal I, despite initially planning on reti ring after 
next year. 

'The school board offered mea buyout to reti re this year instead of next," 
he said to explain his early departure. 

A buyout happens when there is a surplus of money. The money can be 
used to offer a teacher i ncenti veto reti re early. H erl i hy said that the 
buyout is less money then he usually makes, and that his early retirement 
is an economical decision on the school's part. 

H e expl ai ned thi s by sayi ng, "everyone i s cutti ng back because of the 
economy, and teachers who have been herea long time are paid morethan 
a teacher who is new. Everyone is paying attention to spending right now, 
including the school district." 

Most people know Herlihy because of the Russian Exchange Program at 
OysterRiver. It wasfirst started in thedays of the Soviet Union. "The 
firstyear it wasjustgoingtobeaone[time]thing. Thenwhenl hadanew 
group of students, they found out about thetri p to the Soviet U ni on and 
kept asking me every day to take them. Sol asked theadministration if we 
could go again, and 21 years later hereweare," he said. 

Herlihy will miss the students the most. "I will miss the fun, inspiration, 
and spontaneity that they bri ng to the cl ass. This year one of my freshmen 
classes noticed a poster on Buddhism in my room and started an entire 
discussion on the religion and 'right speech.' They led the entire cl ass 
discussion themselves. They probably got more out of that discussion than 
anythi ng that they would have gotten out of readi ng a book. I nteracti ng 
with the students has kept me young." 

H e has greatly enjoyed worki ng here at Oyster River. "I feel very fortu- 
nate to have taught here. Thespirit of this school isopen, free, and posi- 
tive. It has always been easy to start up new programs; the most recent 
example is my Russian Studies cl ass. We have always been free to initiate 
things. That hasn't been blocked," he said. 

His parting words to the students of Oyster River are, "Keep demanding 
more from us [teachers]. Don't settlefor the mediocre. Shoot for thestars."

However, whilehe enjoys his retirement, he will definitely be 
missed by theOyster River community. J unior Kristen Silverman is 
one student who will miss Dan Webber next year. "He's a cool guy," 
shesaid. 

Kate Nichols, a paraprofessional and '99 graduate, has always 
appreciated Webber's presence. "[My class] dedicated our yearbook to 
Dan Webber because of al I the great thi ngs he di d for ou r cl ass and 
for everyone in the school," shesaid. "Sometimes he goes under 
appreciated but he really makes an effort to know the kids." 

N ichols mentioned that Webber was present at their graduation 
rehearsal, and instead of handing out fake diplomas as was normally 
done, he handed all 133 students a personalized letter he had written 
for each one. "It meant so much to me that I still have the letter right 
with my yearbook," stated Nichols. "Itwill bea very different school 
without seei ng Dan every day."

been slowly seeping into the world around us, offering us a low 
caloriealternativetoour favorite beverages. Promoting themselves 
with weight loss and a "great taste" they have become moreand 
more common as a "healthy alternative." But how healthy arethey 
really? By drinking them will you really lose weight? 

Sugar has long been dubbed 'bad' because of its calories and 
potential for causing tooth decay. Sweeteners have become popular, 
because they provi de the sweet taste of sugar, without the cal ori es. 

The American 
Dietetic Association 
confi rmed thi s bel i ef by 
saying, "Researchers 
found that those who 
incorporated reduced- 
calorie products 
consumed more 
vitamins and minerals 
such as calcium, fiber, 
iron and more in their 
diets. Thus, the 
researchers found 
wh i I e parti ci pants were 
eating fewer calories 
overal I , they were al so 
eating more 
healthfully." 

However, despitethe 
claimthat artificial 
sweeteners can hel p 
someone I ose wei ght, 
there is evidencethat 
suggests the opposi te. 

With nearly 2 out of 
3 American adults 
being overweight or 
obese, this certai nl y sou nds appeal i ng to many peopl e. B ut research 
on artificial sweeteners has not been completely conclusive. Other 
studi es have found that the I ack of nutri ti onal val ue of the sweeten- 
ers can lead to opposite effect. 


"T aste buds are bui It to experi ence a range of fl avors, from sweet to sour to 
bitter. I f a person eats more sweet substances the body gets accustomed to it 
and begi ns to crave more sweetness. That, i n turn, can lead to i ncreased 
consumption of unhealthy products, I ike soda or candy," she said. 

Of course that could happen with natural sweeteners such as sugar as 
well. But Susan Swithers, a researcher at Purdue University explained later 
in theartidewhy artificial sweeteners differ. 

"When you consumeartificially sweetened products, thesweet receptors in 
yourtastebudsareactivated, but your stomach never receives the antici- 
pated calories. That could disrupt the body's physiological response, probably 
causi ng more peopl e to eat more food overal I ," she said. 

Another study confi rmed this possi bi I ity. At Purdue U ni versity, psycholo- 
gists fed a group of 
rats yogurt 
sweetened with 
glucose (a natural 
sugar that has 
some calories), and 
another group of 
rats yogurt that 
was sweetened 
with saccharine (a 
no-calorieartificial 
sweetener). The 
rats that were fed 
the saccharine 
yogurt later 
consumed more 
calories, gained 
more wei ght, more 
fat, and did not 
make up for the 
gain by cutting 
back later. 

This theory could 

expl ai n why sci enti sts have di scovered a I i nk between diet sodas and meta- 
bolic syndrome, or possibly the rise in obesity. Metabolic syndrome is when a 
person has 3 out of 5 cardiovascular issues. These include elevated blood 
pressure, increased weight circumference, low "good" cholesterol, and high 
blood sugar or fat levels. Statistically, people whoconsumediet dri nks daily 
have a 34% higher risk of getting metabolic syndrome. 

Whether or not dri nki ng diet dri nks can cause weight gai n i s sti 1 1 i nconcl u- 
sive, but many scientists agreethat artificial sweeteners shouldn't bea 
significant part of a healthy diet. This is because they fall short when it

comes to nutritional value. They take pi ace of foods that provide nutrition, 
whi leoffering little val ueto replace the loss. 

More controversy has surrounded 
artificial sweeteners than just 
possible wei ght gain. Inthepast 
different sweeteners have been 
I inked to a variety of cancers. 
These al I egati ons were decl ared 
false by the FDA, but the rising 
trend i n obesity has been conti nu- 
ousl y i nvesti gated over the years. 

If you consume diet drinks, it's 
your own choice. J ust makesure 
you consi der al I of you r opti ons 
before you takeyourfavoritesoda.

There are 1,792 steps to the top of the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 
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Aspartame: First approved in 1981, this sweetener is found in NutraSweet and Equal. I n the 1996, 
concerns were rai sed that it was I i nked to brai n cancer due to the i ncrease i n both aspartame consump- 
tion and the disease. After testing on humans and animals these allegations were dismissed. 

Later an experiment found a high percentage of Leukemia in rats that werefed high doses of the sweet- 
ener. They did not exhibit a positive association with oneanother so the link was dismissed. 

I n 2007 the same researches conducted another experi ment by exposi ng rats to aspartame whi le they 
were still being developed in the uterus. This experi ment strengthened the possibility that it causes 
leukemia, and it added breast cancer to the list as well. 

Aspartame is still approved for consumption because a study showed that aspartame provides no risk to 
people. However, thestudy was only 5 years long, and the previous studies on rats showed lifelong symp- 
toms, not short-term. 

Saccharin: This sweetener was discovered in 1879 and is found in Sweet'N'Low and SugarTwin. In 
1977 the FDA banned it after it was linked to bladder cancer in rats. Later studies showed that the can- 
cer was caused by a mechanism that is not found in humans. This caused the ban to be lifted. However, 
in other studies on rodents, it has been shown tocause cancer in the uterus, ovaries, skin, blood vessels, 
and increases other cancer causing chemicals. 

Sucralose: Made by infusing chlorine into sugar, this sweetener is found in Splenda. It is not recog- 
nized by the body as a carbohydrate. 1 1 cannot be digested, or metabol ized for energy, cause tooth decay, 
or effect glucose levels. There is no current evidence that it may cause cancer, which makes it appear to 
be the most safe of the three. 

Next time you reach for your diet soda or ice tea, think about the potential side effects. Despite there 
being no conclusive evidence that they cause cancer or weight gain, there is no conclusive evidence that it 
doesn't. The results of scientific studies are constantly being reinvestigated and changed. By drinking 
diet drinks you are risking potential negative side effects, and weight gain, the very things diet drinks are 
out to prevent.

Thisamazinglytrue 
fact was shocking 
news to many current 
students and faculty 
when asked about 
memor i es of the A pol I o 
space capsule that was 
once parked in front of the old high 
school. 

"I havenoidea what you're talking 
about," said Oyster River science teacher 
Dwight Phetteplace, when asked about 
the topic. 

According toa 1988 Mouth oftheRiver 
issue, a student found thespace capsule 
in the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard 
dump, and asked ScienceTeacher 
E I eanor M i 1 1 i ken, now reti red, if the 
school could possibly get it. After raising 
the money, the science department 
purchased the space capsulein 1973 for 
$50. F rom 1973 unti I someti me i n the 
90's,theApollospacecapsulewas parked 
right outsidetheplanetarium, which also 
is no longer present. 

H owever, the space capsul e never went 
i nto space. 1 1 was a test capsulefor the 
A pol I o 8 proj ect, and was an exact 
replica, minus thewindows and interior. 

1 1 was dropped from a hel i copter i nto the 
ocean for clivers to practi ce recoveri ng the 
capsule. According to Wikipedia, the 
actual 7 1/2 ton A pol I o 8 capsul e com- 
pl eted the f i rst mi ssi on to or bi t the moon . 

I ts three astronauts were the fi rst 
humans to see the dark si de of the moon 
in person. 

Social Studi es Teacher Alex Herlihy 
remembers the space capsule, and noted 
that he parked next to it for many years. 
Accordi ng to H er I i hy, astronomy was 
really big back then, and there was a lot 
of i nterest. 

H erl i hy credited M i 1 1 i ken for the 
presence of both the space capsu I e and 
the planetarium. "Shewas a very dy- 
namic science teacher," hesaid. He

Gasowski 
emphasized the 
unique role both 
thespace 
capsuleandthe 
planetarium 
played in the 
school. 'The 
planetariumwas 
a landmark for 
our school, and 
thecapsulewas 
symbolic of the 
planetarium," he 
said. "It was a 
benchmark of our place." 

Cross country coach Greg Gephart was also a 
former science teacher who taught in the plan- 
etarium. He stressed how uni quethe planetarium 
was to our school. "We were one of I ess than 10 
schools in thecountry to have one," hesaid. 

The planetarium was so unique, that Denise 
Day, a Berlin High School graduate, recalled 
visiting the planetarium on afield trip in high 
school . S he al so menti oned seei ng the space capsu I e 
outside. "I do remember how proud the students 
were during thei r demonstrati on," she sai d. 

H owever, accordi ng to H erl i hy, the i nterest of 
the students change with theti mes. Courses i n 
many departments have been replaced with newer 
ones. 

Gasowski also recalled the change in interest. 
"When [Milliken] left, [the planetarium] was still 
operati onal for awh i I e. T hen gradual I y the cl asses 
disappeared." 

AuditoriumTechnical Director, Andy Dolph, who 
graduated Oyster River in '95, remembered the 
space capsulethere, but didn't think much of it. "It 
just sattherenexttothedumpster," he stated. 

T oday, it seems to be unknown where the space 
capsuleended up, or exactly when it was taken. 
Gasowski thought it was in the way of the con- 
struction. "I think when they brokeground for the 
high school expansion it wasjust taken away. 

They cleared thetrees and took it away then. I 
think it was given away. I don't think it was taken 
tothe trash." 

H owever, H erl i hy had a different theory. "I t 
probably fell apart," hesaid. 


Math Teacher Bill Reeves believes thecapsule 
was removed way before construction began on 
the high school. Hethought it was removed 
someti me between '94 and '96. "I t was there i n 
the spring, but wasn't there i n thefal I," he 
commented. Reeves believes it went to a collec- 
tion. 

According tothe 1988 Mouth oftheRiver 
article, Doug Knight, a former science teacher at 
Oyster River, mentioned how it was often 
vandalized. "We used to paint it every year but 
every time we did it would get graffiti and 
vandal ism doneto it. I would I ike to see some- 
thing done with it. Any suggestions would be 
appreciated," hetold the 1988 Mouth of the 
River. 

Reeves had a similar explanation. "The school 
wanted to get rid of it. 1 1 was starti ng to rust 
and they trucked it away." 

However, what actually happened tothe 
capsul e remai ns a mystery. I n a recent phone 
interview with Knight, hedidn't remember 
much about the space capsule. "Every once in a 
while someone asks meaboutthat, I have no 
idea," hestated. 

Unfortunately, Milliken, theone person who 
might beableto solve the mystery, wasunavail- 
ablefor comment. 

Reeves and Gephart both thi nk it's too bad the 
planetarium is gone. "It was a one of a kind 
display," Reeves explai ned. 

Gephart mentioned the benefit students got 
out of the planetarium. "Looking at a flat screen 
is not the same asa planetarium."

policy all owing students to leave school premises during lunch which many students 
find promising. 




The theft of personal items 
from student's lockers and 
cars I i ke i Pods, cel I phones 
and other belongings as well 
as school equi pment has 
increased this year and isone 
of the many reasons for the 
security cameras bei ng 
implemented. "I have had one 
or two cases a week this year 

of someone getti ng property stol en rangi ng from money to cel I phones and i Pods," says 
Sergeant Ed LevesquetheresourceofficertoOyster River High School. "Thesetheftshave 
been al most i mpossi ble to track down thecul prits and have taken theti me of val uabl e 
faculty members and police officers," says Laura Rogers the principal at Oyster River High 
School . I terns such as laptops, video cameras from the video production classes as wel I as 
science equi pment have been stolen this school year alone. 

Vandalism is a large part as well for the reasoning of the installation of the security 
cameras. "With the cameras we would be able to take care of the vandal ism and we could go 
after the peoplethat do it and have them pay for it rather than the school ," says Sara Watt on 

an assistant principal at 
Oyster River. The vandalism 
stretches from i n the school to 
its outdoor facilities such as 
parki ng and even the bus 
drop off and pickup area by 
the school. Vandal ism on 

students cars have been on the rise in recent years including the keying and si ashing of 
tires belonging to students. "Students that are involved in athleti cs that areaway at 
games shouldn't have to worry about their cars whi I ethey'regone" says Rogers. 

The Final cost of the Cameras is yet to be fully determined but is near $24,000. A 
federal grant will cover half of the initial cost of thesecurity cameras though theother 
half will be covered by the district. "If it deters vandal ism and theft in the end it is 
worth it to the taxpayers," says Rogers. "It is a lot cheaper to prevent the damage that it 
istofix it". 

Students have had mixed opinions totheinstallati on ofthe security cameras in their 
school. "I think its fine as long as they aren't using the cameras to spy on us and being 
sketchy with it," says Oyster river student Bethany Sharbaugh. Wotton says though 
that is not the purpose for the cameras, "It's not so much about students leaving but 
vandal ism and theft". Still some students are weary of thecameras, such as Oyster 
River Student Owen Chalmers"! think it's a wasteof money. Peoplearej ust going to 
take down the cameras i n the parki ng I ot j ust because they can ." Some students even 
dou bt the val i di ty of the cameras "I don't thi nk they are goi ng to be real ," says student 
Bridget hart. "If they were real I don't thi nkthethings they stop will equal thecost." 
Students I ike Sharbaugh agree "I don't believe we have a big enough problem that can make it worth spending all that money," 

Though student opinion may vary the School is adamant about the installation of the security cameras. They bei ievethat the initial cost ofthe 
cameras will be out weighed by the useful ness of them as a deterrent and the ability it gives to track down culprits. "Anything we can do to 

make the students feel and be safer I see as a positive," says Rogers.

period class. The majority of students head off tothetower, 
core or towards the gym, but a few students make their way down to the far end 
of theschool tothespecial education rooms, wherethey will receiveextra help 
on school work for however many class periods away from thei r peers as neces- 
sary based on thei r I evel of need. 

A while back, photojournalist Dan Habib came to our school toshowthefilm 
that he created called / nd udi ng Samuel , a documentary about both academic 
and peer inclusion through the eyes of hisfamilyand hisson Samuel. 

Hereatthehigh school wetoo have our own special education department 
near the senior parking lot and the library. A question begs to be answered: 

How is our high school doing when it comes to including our special education 
students within all areas of student life? 

The answer is mixed. 

Assistant principal and former special education teacher Mark McCann has 
an overall positive opinion about OR's special education system. 

"We do a good job educating our special education students." When it comes to 
peers including students McCann believes that "most students are great," but 
from what he has seen at Oyster River, McCann does believethat peer inclusion 
"could be better." 

Senior Peter Constantino agrees. 

"What I haveseen is a good job of teaching sped al-ed students [in classrooms], 
but [non special-ed] students often don't accept special-ed students for whothey 
are." 

BevCole, a senior at ORHS, has an eight year old brother named Simon who 
was born with Down Syndrome. Simon Cole is home schooled, and will not 
likely come to Oyster River in thefuture, but that does not make BevCole any 
I ess aware of the way that sped al educati on students are treated at the hi gh 
school . 

On thetopic of inclusion, Cole has strong opinions, and when prompted with 
the question of whether or not Simon would beinduded at Oyster River, her 
reaction is negative, but understanding. "I feel I ike he wouldn't beinduded. It is 

natural for us 

tobea little inti mi dated rather than be open and friendly." 

Col e wants students to put the word awareness i nto acti on when they 
come in contact with peers with special needs, particularly ones that have 
needs which may be more sign if igant. 

"I 'm not trying to diss students by saying that they are not inclusive 
enough, but they [special-ed students] probably would appreciate it if you 
paid moreattention tothem! I feel likewearen't really thinking of it 
enough." 

Special Education Director Amanda Therrien wants to raise awareness 
about special education at Oyster River. Including Samuel is a step in the 
ri ght di recti on, but conti nu i ng efforts need to be made.Therri en real i zes that 
peers including special educations students takes much morethanjust 
seei ng onefi I m. . .it takes ti meand effort. 


What students and teachers say about 
where improvements can be made to in- 
clude Special Education Students:

"I think the movie had a big positive impact on 
the school," said special education teacher Amy 
Therrien. "It made it [inclusion] everybody's 
responsibility." 


"I think there are a lot of challenges for students with signifi- 
cant di sabi I iti es." Therri en says that she would I i keto see "more 
involvement with Mr. Lord's students. Those are the areas that we 
could improve so that students havea strong peer group. Our PE 
teachers arefantastic about that." 

Therrien also cites the art room asa positive pi ace for special 
education students with moresignifigant disabilities as a great 
pi ace to get to know thei r non-special needs peers. 

Principal Laura Rogers believes that Oyster River is doing a first 
ratejob at educati ng sped al needs students. 

"I think wearea lot more successful asa district [with students] 
who are i nd uded i n the mai nstream." When it comes to i nd usion, 
Rogers has a suggestion for improvement that would help special 
needs students feel more a part of the rest of the student body. 
"Oneofthethingsthat I would hope for in thefutureis moving 
special educators throughout the bui Idi ng."

The "R-Word" 


Mouth of the River 


"You'resuch a retard!" said "Bob," whilelooking at his friend's test grade. "How could you fail such an easy test?" 

What did "Bob" just call his friend? A retard. That word is heard throughout the halls of Oyster River High School on a regular basis. It's 
used so much these days that students don't thi nk much when they use it. 

"I think people use the word in a negative way without really understand! ng the meaning of what they aresaying to someone," said Amy 
Therrien, thespecial education coordinator at Oyster River H igh School. 

"I don't usetheword retard often," said Sarah T rombley, a senior at Oyster River. "I 'm not offended by it. I think peopledon't useit as an offensive 
word. It'sjust kind of slang. Peopledon't useit with theintent to be malicious." 

Meredith Nadeau, director of special education for the district, agreed that peopledon't necessarily mean to be insulting. "My first thought 
i s that the person probabl y doesn't know the i mpact of what she or he i s sayi ng." 

Nadeau recalled her middle school days when a group of high school students harassed a student with the word "retard" on the bus. "I remember 
the bus driver bei ng very protective and particul arly remember a hi gh school seni or tel I i ng thegroup of students to 'grow up'." 

Leigh Rhode, from the I nstituteof Disabilities at UNH said, " 'retard' is an offensivewordtome. Mostly because it is used as an insult to people 
with mental retardation and yet it is a word that is 'assigned' to people with developmental and/or cogniti vedisabi I ities." 

However, according toTherrien, the word mentally retarded is a diagnostic term used by psychiatrists, doctors, and other diagnosticians 
which descri bes that a person's cognitiveabi I ity falls below a certain range. 

Rhode stated she has a 19 year old son with Down syndrome, and isforced to usethe words "mentally retarded" on school forms toget him 
the services he needs. "I usethe term 'developmental disability' or 'cogniti vedisabi I ity' instead, if at all possible. However, on most school health 
forms, I don't have that option," shesaid. 

Nadeau believes peopleusethe word dueto ignorance. "Becauseour society, in general, still findsitacceptabletomakefunofpeoplewho 
aredifferent from them," shesaid. 

So be careful when you use that word. Therrien said, "You never know who you are speaking with, if the word 'retarded' is used freely 
when speaking with someone who may havea relative who is actually mentally retarded, that could be very offensive."

Oyster River High School Nurse Danuta Richards reminds students 
that the easi est way to prevent catchi ng the Swi ne F I u i s to wash 
your hands. "H and washi ng and usi ng hand sanitizer frequently is 
key to f i ghti ng i nfecti on . " R i chards al so remi nds students not to 
worry too much about Swine Flu. "Most of the time kids just have 
another strain to the flu. But if you are sick, please remember to 
stay home!"

Amaryth Gas s I did horribleon my SAT's. So horribly, that 

when peopleask me, I changethesubjectorfeel like 
I was about to si it my throat. Butluckily, I got into col lege- actually my 
fi rst choi ce col I ege. The case i s not the same for many other graduati ng 
seniors. ThisscoretheyearnontheSAT'sismeanttoclassifyhowwell a 
person has obtained information through their high school academic career. 
Thiscan bethedifference between a top-choice and last choice school. 

The reasons why these tests were created i n the 1940s' was used to identify 
intellectual talent, regardless of any other constraints that would prevent 
someonefromotherwisebeingabletogotocollege. These included race, 
money, and geography. Students from very rural or poor backgrounds were 
given this test as a chance to express thei r natural i ntel I igence. 

B ut that was over 60 years ago. And now we have other ways that these 
silent prodigies can be highlighted. There are more options for students who 
want to peruse post-high school academic paths. The SAT tests are no longer 
used for this purpose. 1 1 now i s one of the core parts of any average col I ege's 
application process. Many times this number holds as much strength as a 
student's transcri pt. So that means an 
assessment of grades you've worked on for 
the past four years is just as important as a 
four hour test. 

There is al so no possi bi I ity that multi pi e 
choice questions and monotonous essays are 
a good assessment that will fit all students 
learningstyles. How many times have 
educational organizations have talked about 
creati ng an academi c envi ronment that fit 
everyone? Psychologists and Scientist know 
that people use different parts of their brains 
to recall and express information, and 
therefore, the SAT test wi 1 1 favor some 
students over others, si mply because of the 
way they learn. J ohn Katzman isthe 
founder of Princeton Review, a company that 
specif i cal I y focuses on prepari ng students for 
the SAT's. I n a recent interview done by 
F rontl i ne, he expresses strong di si i kefor the 
tests. The example question hegivestoillustratethis is, "Therearethree 
roads from P I attsvi 1 1 e to Ocean H ei ghts. And 4 roads from Ocean H ei ghts to 
Bay Cove. If Martina drives from PlattsvilletoBayCoveand back, passes 
through Ocean H ei ghts i n both di rections and does travel any road twice, 
how many different routes for the trip are possible? 72, 36, 24, 18 and 12?" 

Katzman then goes on to say, "(by answering this question) what is this 
tel ling you about your chi Id.... is it tel ling you he's stupid that he got it 
wrong? Is it tel ling you he shouldn't go to col I ege or he should? What is it 
tel ling you? And I would claim it tel Is you almost nothing. This is a great 
questi on for Games M agazi ne but a I ousy questi on for H arvard." 

Thefact that there are hundreds of PracticeT ests avail able to learn 
information covered in the SAT's, shows that the test does not measure 
material, but instead one's ability to score high on multi pie choice questions. 
H ow does th i s ski 1 1 prove to col I eges a student's i ntel I i gence? 

These tests have become di scri mi natory towards students who are from 
lower income households. Thosestudentsthatareaffluent enough totakea 
SAT prep-course, statistically score higher. Wealthier students are buying 
their scores and having unfair advantage above others. Student's families 
are already burdened with affording col lege, but if they are pressured to 
spend $1440 on 15 hours of pri vate I essons, the costs begi n to become over- 
whelming (costs based on www.princtonreview.com). 

State Boards of Education have also decided toteach children it isalready 
to cheat, if money is involved. With higher scores, come larger scholarships, 
and therefore more money. Students are willing to take great risks in order 
to afford and attend more expensi ve col I eges. 

Overal I the SAT's and ACT'S are outdated and are di scri mi natory towards 
specific groups of people. With the knowledge we now know pertaining to 
learning styles, there is a more accurate and correct way to assess student's 
intelligence. Thereshould be moretoa student's intellect than a scorefrom 
a 5 hour test. 


I 'm going to start this article with 
some whining. Over the past 3 years, I have taken 2 PSAT's, 2 
SAT's, 3SAT SubjectTests, theNECAP's, and4AP exams. Ifyou 
areatall likeme,you probably hated every minute of every test you 
have taken, and paid enough money tocollegeboard. com toget 
yourself a struggl i ng car. H avi ng hopeful ly demonstrated my 
pai nful ly earned val idity on this subject, I now make my thesis. 
Standardized test results do not lie. 

Everything about your transcript and resume is subjective. A 
grade i n a cl ass, while hel pfu I at gaugi ng a vague I evel of compe- 
tence, is ultimately up to thesubjectivity of the teacher. To be fair, 
this is less truefor courses such as math and science, but even 
therea I ittlesubjectivity exists and cheating is almost part of the 
curri cul um. Everyone has at someti me has earned A's that were 
B's, and deserved B's that were A's. And then there arejust those 
teachers who don't believe in giving A's, biases, and my personal 
favorite, 'cl ass contri buti on'. 

T he d i ff i cu I ty of a cou rse va r i es f rom 
school to school and so do the GP A and 
grade scales. Thecombinati on of it all is 
enough to make your head spin, and I 'm 
surethethree different scales on ORH S 
senior transcri pts this year were a 
headachefor col I ege admi ssi on offi cers. 

Then thereareextracurricular activi- 
ties. Therearethedo-nothingteam 
captai ns, the worthless class officers, as 
well astheworkaholicNHS kidandthe 
unrecognized kids whotakemoreleader- 
shipthan anyone else. Again, it is mostly 
subjective. 

Finally, in any application you will 
make, there are essays. Does anyone 
remember that littlegirl whomadeupan 
essay about her dad dyi ng i n I raq so she 
could get Hannah Montana concert 
ti ckets? Wei I that's what col I ege essays 
are-el egant I i es. The appropri ate term i s i nappropri ate to write i n 
this paper. They arejust the politically correct product of a revision 
process by your parents and teachers, whi ch far too often bears only 
a vague resemblance of your own thinking. 

Having visited the other aspects of your resume, I return to the 
subject of this column, which ifyou will recall is test scores. Test 
scores are perfect. They are exactly thesamefor everyone. There i s 
no subjectivity, no bei ng a teacher's pet, no I i es (except on the SAT 
essay whi ch many school s i gnore), and for the most part no cheat- 
ing. 

Now to be fair, many general testing systems put students with 
non-academic strengths at a disadvantage. But to complain against 
this is completely nonsensical, becausetheyarenot meantto 
measure how well you can usea pottery wheel, makea collage, or 
pi ay the saxophone. They are meant to measure academi c compe- 
tency on a fundamental level, which really comes down to reading, 
writing, math, and science. These encompass the most universally 
valued ski I Is you will get from your education, and demand logical 
thi nki ng and expression. That is why the generic SAT i s adverti sed 
as the 'SAT Reasoning Test'. If logical thinking isn't for you, then 
most colleges probably aren't either. 

I say most col I eges, becausethere are some which simply don't 
require the SAT's, namely thosethat focus on specificvocational or 
arti sti c ski 1 1 s. (H onestl y, these school s are u nderuti I i zed. Why pay 
40k a year to take gen eds? That's what high school was for.) And if 
you areneither an artsie, nor endowed with thecapacityfor getting 
800's and 36's, fear not. Thereareonly 8 1 vy League schools, and 
thereforethousands of other i nstituti ons of higher learni ng which 
accept Caucasians and mere mortals.

NYC 

"New York, New York. It's a helluva town!" said the catchy song sung by Gene Kelly, J ules M unchin, and Frank 
Sinatra in the 1949 MGM musical cinematic classic, OntheTown. 

This song i s j ust one exampl e of the many songs written about the vast and ever-changi ng wonder of a pi ace cal I ed 
N ew York City. On M ay 1, the Art H i story and Advanced Writi ng classes at ORH S experi enced the splendor of what 
many think isthegreatest city in the world. 

ArtTeacher Maria Rosi initially organized thetrip for her Art History class. English Teacher Martin Brewer then 
approached her about bringing along his small Advanced Writing cl ass. This is the second year that Rosi has 
planned a trip to NYC for her Art History class. 

Before the trip Rosi expressed her expectations for thetrip. "I want everyonetohavean amazingtime. I'vehad 
disastrous field trips in the past.

Rosi was excited about goingtoMoMA. 

"I t's my most favorite museum i n the 
world.

T eachers are ready to rel ax and students are ready to go out for Martha KobilS 
their summer vacation. Then they'll all comeback, ready to 
resume their habitual, and almost same ways. Well, almost. 

At the moment, 7 staff members from the H i gh School are 
retiring this year. 

Librarian Kathleen Kentner and teachers Dwight 
Phetteplace, Carol Szot, Laura Parsons, Alex Herlihy, and 
GinnyTagwill all be retiring this year. The retirees will be 
ableto enjoy thei r freeti me and frol i c about with thei r 
abi I i ty to do j ust about anythi ng. 

But something's different about retiring this year. The 
school board passed a decision for an I ncentivePlan. The 
i dea i s to pay el i gi bl e teachers who have many years of 
teachi ng under thei r belt $20,000 to reti re thi s year. T each- 
ers from all schools in the district are eligible for such a plan 
under the ri ght ci rcumstances. 

School Board Chair, J oAnn Portal upi explains more about 
the incentives, "The Retirement I ncentivePlan is being 
offered as a cost savings measure. Nearly 75% of the total 
school budget is devoted to paying salaries for personnel. 

The incentive is offered to teachers who are currently bei ng 
paid at the M A +30 salary step 15 or above. These represent 
the highest steps on the salary schedule. When a teacher at 
this salary level retires and is replaced by a teacher at a 
lower salary level, there are cost savings to the district. I n

these current economictimes, any budget increase is difficult for 
community tax payers. The board is working proactively know- 
i ng there wi II be diffi cult choices ahead if we conti nueto I ook for 
minimal increases in next year's budget." 

When I first took up this article, I was set and determined to 
put this idea down. I despised how our school board could even 
possi bly thi nk of persuadi ng teachers to leave and then hi ri ng 
random ki ds fresh out of col I ege. I was ready to shoot down 
everyone who was up for it. That was all beforel didsome 
research. And my world was turned upside down. 

Laura Rogers, ORHS Principal, explained her support for the 
idea. "[Thei ncentivePlan] has potential to save a great deal of 
money inthefuture. Wecan hiresomeonewith less experience 
but sti 1 1 a great teacher for less." 

Foreign language teacher Stephen Lord, agrees, "I think that 
financially it makes sense to offer money to those who have been 
herefor a while. If you get someone with 5toten years of experi- 
ence, you get new ideas and it won't necessarily bea step back- 
wards."

Portal upi explains the impact a young teacher has, "Younger 
teachers bri ng energy and new ideas as wel I as experiencethey 
have gained from working in other districts. I believeit'sa 
strength to have a range of new and veteran teachers." 

Rogers wanted to emphasizethefact that the school will not be hi ring teachers will little experience. "The new librarian that is replacing 
Kathleen Kentner, she has 14 years of experience. We are honestly looking for teachers with six to eight years of experience. We're not replac- 
ing our teachers with fresh out of col I ege people. It won't be that radical of a change, but not top of the scale either." 

Everyone has assured me that our school isn't going to 
fall into a bottomless pit and disappear from theface of the 
world. We'll still be Oyster River High School, the good and 
the bad, and everyonewill know it. We'll just have different 
and new teachers coming in next year. Change isn't that 
bad, is it? 

Rogers, although happy that the retirees will be doing 
what they want todo, was sad. "I'm sorry to lose them. Our 
building is filled with really dynamic teachers who don't let 
age slow them down. Our teachers have proven thei r abi I ity 
toteach and have shown amazing results." 

So, maybe some of you disagree. Maybe some of you love 
your teachers so much that you don't want to let them go. 

But it seems that the powerful di dn't forget about us. We'l I 
get thesamegreat education.

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Brett chamberlin Clarification Statement 

Alex and I chose to talk to the military recruiter because we are concerned with the presence of such 
a person in what is supposed to be a pi ace of learning. Therearedocumented examples of recruiters 
lying or providing misinformation to students. I concedethat the questions Alex and I asked were 
personal questions that could only be answered by that specific recruiter. While I don't think asking 
hard and admittedly personal questions constitutes as an attack, we should have been asking questions 
about the Navy or military as a whole. However, the answers that hegavetoour questions were 
extremel y al armi ng. 

I don't think we attacked him like people are saying we did. We asked hard questions, but we listened 
to his answers and allowed himtojustifythem. We asked personal questions, but we never pressed for 
an answer if he didn't want to provide one. Another term that people are using is that we "ganged upon 
him". I also think that this is misleading. Alex and I weretheonlytwocritical peoplespeakingtothis 
recruiter, whilethere was a crowd of his supporters gathered around. The noteon Facebook Alex and I 
published has inspired a lot of debate and discussion. Much of it is good, and plenty of it is not. I hope 
that any discussion that comes of this can remain positive and constructive and that both "sides" can 
learn from one another. Otherwise, we risk dragging each other down.

Alex Freid Clarification Statement 

I was very surprised by some of the things the recruiter said. I have talked with many recruiters in the 
past, I have asked many similar questions, and our conversations have always remained mutually respectful 
and very interesting. In hisdefense, he was the most honest recruiter I have ever talked to, heeventoldus 
that he consi ders the N avy to be the most dangerous branch of the mi I itary. H owever, some of the thi ngs 
that he said about torturing prisoners and theConstitution were definitely not what I was expecti ng. 

As for the rumors about us "attacki ng the recruiter." We just wanted to make it clear that we were not 
tryi ng to be condescendi ng or di srespectf u I . These are I egi ti mate questi ons that every student shou I d be 
asking, and recruiters arethepeoplewhoaretheretoanswer the questions for you. Ifyou are consi dering 
joi ni ng the mi I itary, we want to make sure you get a fai r and equal chance. We know many people who have 
been I i ed to by thei r recruiter or were put i n situations that they weren't comfortable with and that i sn't fai r 
to them. We j ust want every student to know what they are getti ng themsel ves i nto. We are at a ti me ri ght 
now wherethe mi I itary boasts money for col I ege and strength and leadershi p ski I Is, when you havethou- 
sands of soldi erswhohave committed suicide, hundreds of thousands of soldiers with PTSD, and many 
sol di ers who have been j ai I ed for tortu ri ng pri soners - after fol I owi ng orders to do so. 

I t's a tricky ti me to joi n the mi I itary and we want to make sure that al I of our fel I ow classmates get an 
equal and fai r opportunity.

Although quitefar away, theConnecticut River remains a 
very prime location in my book. It runs along the NH VT 
boarder. I would say the best use is that of waterskiing, be- 
cause of its I ong wi ndi ng mi I es of wi nd protected gl assy water 
that makes skiing very pleasant.

Saco River Cliffs: 

Also a secretive spot for swimming is the Saco River cliffs. The cliffs offer 
huge variation on sizeand risk. They have everything from a small trestle 
bridge, to huge 50-60 foot cliffs (that havea blind take off). Satisfaction is 
definitely guaranteed but there is a high risk involved. Nothing is perfectly 
safe even when you're not j umpi ng off of cliffs, and when you add that factor 
in safety is a huge concern. Most of thejumping spots have view points to 
scopetheexact trajectory of thefal I, andean help people make a decision 
whether or nottojump. LiketheConnecticut River, these are pretty far away 
(around an hour drive). There is usually a small crowd of experienced locals 
who know howtojumptobesafe, but it is definitely a good call tocheck all 
thelandings beforejumping. There are so many venues for this spot, but 
because of thedriveandthedanger factor the grade is slightly below perfect.

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Wiswall Dam: 

One of the most popular, and widely known swimming spots in the area, is Wiswall Dam. 
On Wiswall Drive off of Packers Falls road, right past the Wiswall Antiques store there is a large 
green bridge crossing over the lamprey river. To the right of the bridge the river can be seen 
down to the next bend, flowing towards the bridge. To the I eft of the bridge, the river drops off 
after about 200 ft. over an old damn. As soon as the weather gets hot, it is rare to drive over the 
bridge without seeing people jumping in, swimming around, or fishing below the damn. 

The bridge was oncejust a simple bridge with a guard rail, until in the floods two years 
ago; the bri dge was destroyed by the waters. The new bri dge was bui 1 1 to be sturdi er and to 
discouragejumpers. Only half of that worked. As itturned out this new bridge, built high with 
green painted metal, only drew a larger crowd. The new rails created three different jumping 
levels, helpingthebridgetocatertomorejumpers. The lowest level is below the bri dge, the 
second si i ghtly hi gher than the bri dge's I evel , and the hi ghest reaches about 10 feet above the 
bridge. "I actually really I ike the new bridge. I was always really scared tojump off before, but 
now I can go off the lowest level without getting scared!" exclaimed Senior Sarah Anderson. 

I n between the bri dge and the damn there are two other mai n attracti ons that draw 
swi mmers to Wi swal I . I n the mi ddl e of the water there i s a very large rock that, though hard to 
fi nd, i s often covered with sitti ng and standi ng swi mmers. On the shore paral lei to the rock a 
very large tree holds a rope swing, that you can occasionally seethe more daring swi mmers 
dropping from into the river. The only downside is the popularity, at times there are too many 
jumpers clogging upthe bridge, and swimming loses its fun. Overall Wiswall is one of the best 
swimming spots in the local area. It's close, and has very diverse swimming options.

There is 
one large problem with the bri dge. . .si nee it was turned i nto and Amtrak rai I 
(seepg. 3) it is now illegal to be on the bridge. In terms of actually swimming, 
there i s no probl em. The woods arou nd the bri dge are al sofai r game for 
relaxing in. Though I am in noway condoningjumpingfromthebridge, or 
any other i I legal activity, the general consensus i s that j umpi ng from the track 
level makes for a fun summer day. Not many peoplearebraveenoughto 
cl i mb up the rai I i ngs, and take the j ump from the very top poi nt. "I was never 
brave enough tojump from thetop," an anonymous source confessed. "It is so 
high! J umpingoff of thetracks was scary enough." The river around the 
trestl e i s not necessari I y the best swi mmi ng spot. I t's a ni ce qui et area 
though; there aren't usually a large number of swimmers. So if you want 
some pri vacy while swi mmi ng i n the mi ddl e of the woods it's a good break from 

Wiswall. Overall thetrestleisnotthat significant of a swimming spot without TheTrestlefromtheriver bed bellow 

breaking the I aw. It's mildly dangerous tojump from sohigh, andthereisthe 

risk of getting in trouble with the poi ice or Amtrak if you make the choice to be on thetracks or jump off of them. Grade: B 
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Swains Lake: 

Swains Lake is a good middlesized lake. It has enough space for 
motorboats, but i s not too bi g for kayaks or canoes. As far as swi m- 
mi ng i s concerned, there i s a set of rocks that are good for j u mpi ng off; 
the accessi bi I i ty to these rocks however i s very difficult. The easi est 
way to access i t i s proba bl y by boat . 1 1 i s possi bl e to get t her e vi aland, 
butthereisa lot of bushwhacking, and a significant lack of trail. 

U pon reaching the spot, there were quite a few bugs hungry and ready. 
Because of its location near a pretty stagnant portion ofthelake, I 
would suggest bug spray. There are rocks in the water, but it is 
possi bl e to j ump off i n very specifi c I ocati ons, and off of specifi c pi aces. 
Overal I the un-accessi bi I i ty and danger, I woul d say thi s i s a pi ace best 
explored when you alsohavea boat for entertainment.
